»Dd s.mk a Greek steamer.the Macedonia, j 
yesterday morning while she was attempt- 
ing to leave tbe gulf o£ Ambracia. The 
crew of tbe steamer were saved by boats 
[r,n, tbe shore, but tbe captain of tbe 
Macedonia was severely wounded.

Corfu, April 19 —Todav at noon tbe 


Greeks at tbe time of sending this dis- 
patch are advancing on Filllpplada. north- 
west of Arta. Eight hundred Greek 
troops are ready to land at Prevssa, the 
Turkish lortifled position at tbe north en- 
trance to the gulf of Arta.

HeUlgerency t*> be Recognised ttntl Peace 


Overtnreg to Follow. 


Washington, April 19.—Affairsin Cuba, 


so far as the policy of this administration 
Is concerned, are apparently approaching 


crisis. Judge William R. Day. tbe 


president's confidential friend, will be 
receivd at the state department tomorrow 
for the express purpose of informing him 
of tbe situation in Cuba as shown by offi- 
cial dispatches. For some reason the 
Spanish legation here does not look with 
favor upon the selection of Mr. Day. 
Minister De Lome has informer! tbo de- 
partment that while his government fully 
recognizes tbe right of the United States 
t3 be represented at an investigation into 
tbe manner of the death of Dr. Ruiz, it 
does not at all follow that this representa- 
tion should involve the appointment of a 
special commissioner armed with extraor- 
dinary powers. 


Secretary Sherman is not altogether in 


accord with tbe proposition to send Mr. 
Day to Cuba. He believes tbat tbe repre- 
sentative of the department should be a 
Spanish-speaking law clerk, wbo could 
follcw out a cross-examination to the 
proper end. Nevertheless, Mr. Day's ap- 
pointment bas^been decided upon, and, in 
spite of tbe mild protest of Minister De 
Lome he will receive a comniidBion. which 
will give him personal protection. 


There Is no doubt remaining that the 


tlon almost exclusively for the determina- 
tion of tbe successive steps in tbe Cnban 
policy of the administration. Judge Day 
will go to Havana without any specific 
instructions, but simply as the confiden- 
tial adviser of the president, and what- 
ever bis advice may be after looking over 
the ground it Is pretty certain to be fol- 
lowed by President McKinley, who has 
tbe most unbounded confidence In Judge 
Day's ability and honesty of purpose.

volves sooner or later tbe recognition of 
tbe Cubans as insurgents, and then tbe 
use of tbe good office of the United States 
to bring about a peace with honor both to 
Spain and Cuba. 


President McKlnley »tands willing to 


pledge the credit of the United States in 
behalf of the insurgents if Spain will vol- 
untarily concede their independence. It 
ie known that'the insurgent chiefs are 
today willing to bind themselves as far an 
.they can to pay Spaina reasonable propor- 
tion of Jthe oxpenses Df tha war on condi- 
tion of tbe Island being made independ- 
ent.

There are aomo extensive Improvements 


which Ebotild be made this year at the 
city water narks. Jobn T. Barnett, the 
engineer at the works, gays that the ottj 
sdould buy a now pnup and that he will 
make an effort to have the council take 
such etcpa. Mr. Barnett lays tha*; it will 
be quite necessary to have another pump 
as the present power is not sufficient to 
pump water to the city and especially so 
If it ia a dry season, fie suggests that if 
a pump were purchased that It be kraated 
at the top of the fall! near the fllttr house. 
Aa it la now the water tspumped from the 
river to the filter houses on tbo top of the 
hill. It then rpns back to the' other 
pump house and the two Allis nomps 
sends it up the hills again and into^the 
mains which carry it to the city. Mr. 
Barnett's^idea is"that the pumps now 
used to send the watei to the city he used 
to bring it from the river! to thelfJIter

The engineer says the fact 
that the season was a wet'one and that 
there was not a great demand for water to 
use In bo§e and sprinkling parts helped 
hut that as it was be sometimes found it 
necessary to pump water to tbo clfr" with- 
out filtering it because the capacity was 
insufficient to meat the demand. 


Mr. Bsrnet1; suggests that a pump of 


about four or four and a half million gal- 
lons capacity be purchased. 
The Allis 


pumps now used to sunl the wator to the 
city are in good condition and would he 
used to pump from the river'to the filter 
bouse. It would also bo necessary to buy 
four new tubs for the filter house and to 
erect building for the new pump. The 
improvement would probably mean an 
outlay tbjthe city of about 825,000.

Barnett says, however, that this is a good 
time to purchase machinery as it is cheap 
ar that it has been for some time.

He was. born at Great Bridge 
West Bromwich. .Staffordshire, Eug 
land, June iJO, ISoS. His. parents kept 
tavern known as "The Boat's Inn." A 
Hi early age Newman ran away from 
home and joined the British arinjv Hi 
fierved with honor and distinction in 
(her 
majt's-ty's service during the 2u 


war in 1878-79, at the close of which he 
\vas awarded a medal for gallant con 
duct. He also served underGen. VVol&e 
Icj in the Egyptian wa*r, ami was dec 
orated with the Egyptian medal fo 
meritorious fcerviee at the battle of Tel 
el-Kebir. 


He deserted at the close of this war 


coming to America, where he joined th 
United States army, and by an extiaor 
ttinary display of abilitj was in les 
than tuo months made a petty officer 
After a few months' service lie grew 
tired nf tli<> close confinement and again 
<ie«i !ed. going directly <o Canada. 


After traveling about the world foi 


ecu-mi years he finally wound up in 
Australia. It \vas here that hiscaree 
of rrr'der began, and th«- Australian 
of?K.:iU assert that 14 murders hav< 
been traced directly to him, and he is 
suspected of others. 


Butler reached Sydney in 1S03, ant 


was a piospector in the Blue moun 
tains, about 100 miles north of Sydney 
He was known in xnrioii'j sections ol 
Australia under the names of Har 
wood.

East William street, on a 40 acre 


tract of valuable ground, was the victim 
of a bold robbery and threatened torture 
Sunday night from 8 o'clock until mid 
night. The thieves were two white men 
and a negro, who wore masks ana had 
revolvers 
They succeeded in scouring 


about (670 in gold coin kept In a tea po 
and also $35 in currency. 


The Alarm 


The fact tbat Mrs Beaman had been 


visited by thieves and robbed did not be 
come known until between 4 and 5 o'clock 
this morning, when the old lady, with 
bruised arms, wrists and bruised face 
managed to leave her bume and reach thi 
residence of Jacob Greulloher, at the cor 
ner of Jasper and William streets. Shi 
awakened the family and told the shock 
ing story of her awful experience, stating 
also that she bad been robbed of all her 
money, part of the savings of many ypars 
Notice of the robbery was at once sent by 
telephone from the Kay grocery store tc 
police beodquaiters, and in a short timi 
Marshal Mason arrived at the bouse to 
make an investigation 


Story of the Crime 


Mrs. Beaman, as stared, lives alone a 


her residence. She is a recluse and has 
but few if any callers. Only a boy ha 
been about the place. He is Bernard 
Greuliober, son of Jacob, who does chore 
for the old lady 
Sunday evening Mrs 


Beaman was lying on a lonnpe in a bacl 
room of the bouse, adjoining her bed 
room. She was engaged in doctoring a 
sick kitten. The hour was 8 o'clock ai 
whi"h time ram began falling 
Outsidi 


It was dark and glootnv 
Accustomed to 


being alone in her house, Mrs Beaman 
felt no fear, although she bad heard o 
Uncle Billy Florey's experience and must 
have felt that sooner or later she woulc 
be visited by robbers 
If she did she dis 


rolled all thought of danger and loss 
clinging to her purpose formed years ago 
to go on living alone 
She told the story 


of her experie-ce in detail first to Marshal 
Mason and Uter to Sheriff Nicholson 


While she was doctoring the cat and ly 


Ing in a recumbeat position on the lounga 
the door to the room was snddenly burst 
open and three m t ked men stood in the 
dimly lighted room, one with a drawn 
re\olver and another using a cloth over 
her face to present her trom screaming 
Ono of the men was a negro 
Ho came 


up to the lounge, and first choked Mrs 
Beaman to complete her subjection 
One 


of the robbers was a largo man 
Ho did 


most of the talking 
Iho partv had a 


apade a hedge knife and revolvers 
They 


commanded the old lady to reveal tho hid 
ing place of her money, and fearing that 
she would be killed, she took the two 
white men up stairs in two empty rooms 
The negio had gone outside to remain on 
watch and give the alarm in case any 
body should approach tho house. >.ear 
the big chimney upstairs Mrs. Beaman 
.ndicated where some money was hidden, 
but instead of putting bis band through 
the aperture 
one of the men used the 


hedge knife to cut away the boards. He 
then reached in and brougbtont a tin tea- 
pot, a pint vessel, which woe nearly filled 
with tlO and $20 gold pieces to the value 
of about 1670. The robbers were not sat- 
sfled 
They were sure there was more 


money about the bouse They went down 
stairs with Mrs. Beaman, and In the inb- 
poard near the lounge was found the old 
ady's pocketbook which contained (35 ID 
urrenoy 
The money was removed and 


the empty book left in the cupboard. 
The big man did all tho talking and be 
worked his jaw industriously to further 
rigbten and terrorize the old lady who 
protested tbat she bad no more money 
ildden about the house. The robbers re- 
used to believe her. One of the men 
went to the cellar and dug around In sev- 
eral places, beeidesovertunilng everything 
hat be thought might contain bidden 
reasura. Then a trip was made to the 
hen boom where there was more digging

Tied and Threatened with Death.

led Mrs. Bosnian's wrists together Then 
hey placed bar on her bed, using a bridie 
to tie her feet to the bed post She was 
covered up and agal n appealed to to reveal 
where she bad the rest of her money 
hidden.
